Law* o f the U nited Staten. 
PASSED AT TUB SECOND SESSION OF THE 
TWENTY.FOURTH CONGRESS. 


within tho State of Illinois, shall not bo atoned 
or gravelled, unless it can bo done at a coat, 
not greater than the average coat, of atoning

And be it further enacted, That the 
following sums bo and the same are hereby ap­ 
propriated, to be paid out of any money in the 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, lo wit : 
For the repairs of the Cumberland road, east 
of the Ohio river, seven thousand one hundred 
and cighty.three dollars and sixtv-three cents : 
For continuing the construction of the road 
from the northern boundary of the Territory of 
Florida, by Marianna, to Appaiachicola,twenty 
thousand three hundred and thirteen dollars. 
For defraying the expenses incidental to 
making examinations and surveys, under tile 
act ofthe 13th of April, 1824, and for geologi­ 
cal and mineralogical surveys and researches 
in the Indian country, on the public lands, and 
in the territories of tho United States, thirty 
thousand dollars ; 
For surveys of a military character, and for 
tho defences of tho Atlantic and Western fron- 
tiers, fifteen thousand dollars. 
S ec. 4. And be it further enacted, That the 
several sums hereby appropriated fer the con* 
■Unction of the Cumberland road in tho States 
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, shall be replaced 
by said States respectively, out of tho fund re­ 
served to each for laying out and making roads 
under tlio direction of Congress,by the several 
acts passed for the admission of said States in. 
to the Union, on sn equal footing with tho 
original Slates.

AN ACT to authorize and sanction tho sales 
of reserves, provided for Creek Indians in 
the treaty of March 24th, 1832, in certain 
cases, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Anten­ 
na, in Congress assembled, That the President 
of tho United States may, and hois hereby au. 
thorned to, cause all tile reserves belonging to 
the Creek Indians by virtue of the provisions 
of tho treaty of March 24th, 1832, which shall 
remain untold on tho fourth day of April next, 
te be sold at public auction iii the Creek coun­ 
try ; after giving at least sixty days notice of 
the time, place and terms of sale iii tile public 
prints, and to cause patents to bo issued to tho 
purchasers of said reserves. 
Sec. 2. And bs ti f urther enacted, That the 
President of the United States may, and he is 
horeby authorized to, confirm tho sales by the 
widow, the widow and children, the children, 
or the lawful administrator oi Crook Indians 
who have died, or who may die, prior to the 
fourth day of April next, without having legal, 
ly disposed of said reserves, and to roceive the 
purchase.money, or such portions of it as may 
not have bosn paid to the persons entitled to it, 
and to cause patents to bo issuod therefor to 
the purchasers : “ Provided, That sales made 
by lawful administrator! shall be entitled to a 
preference over sales mado by widows and 
ahildren. 
Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That tho 
President may, and he is hereby authorized to, 
pay the persons entitled thereto, the money 
which may be received from the purchasers 
of reserves under tho authority given in tho 
two preceding sections, at auch tunes and in 
such amounts as he shall deem best for tho 
parties concornad tor, if ho think, lo invest tho 
whole or any part of said purchase-money in 
stocks, and pay the interest to the persons sn. 
titled, in such amounts, and in such manner,as, 
in his opinion, wiiibe most advantageous for 
them : Provided, That he may cause tile prin­ 
cipal of tbs sum or auma so invested to be paid 
to tho persons entitled thereto, whenever lie 
may think propor ; And provided further, That 
the provisions of this act shall bo executed un. 
der such regulations and restrictions as the 
President may prescribe. 
S ec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it 
may be lawful for tho President of the United 
States lo cause the sum of one dollar and twen- 
ty-fivo cents per acre to be paid to tho Creek 
Indians, whoso names were omitted to he en- 
tared on tho census-roH taken under the treaty 
of 1832, and to those whoso names appear on 
said roll, but for whom no location havo boon 
made, who shall appear from proper evidence 
to bo justly entitled to reservations under the 
provisions of said treaty; Prcvided, That the 
sums thus payable under this section may be 
invested in stocks upon tho same terms and 
conditions, and under the same regulations aud 
restrictions as are heroin bcforo prescribed in 
respect to moneys payable under the first and 
second sections of this a c t: Provided further, 
That no transfer by the person entitled under 
this section shall bo valid. 
Sec. 5. And, bs it further enacted, That, for 
tho purpose of carrying into effect the provi­ 
sions of the throe first sections of this act, the 
sum of ten thousand dollars bo and the same is 
hereby appropriated, together w'ithsuch sum as 
may bo necessary to carry into effect the fourth 
section thereof.

cal maxim be true, that “ the kno sledge of 
a disease is ha.f its cure,” how greatly lait 
to be deplored that the knowledge of those 
prevalent diseases which annually carry off 
millions of the human race, is not more ge­ 
nerally diffused. 
How lamentable it is that 
so few of the great human faintly kpossess 
any information upon a subject in which, of 
all others, they are most vitally interested. 
I will probably be an incredible marvel to 
future generations of the world, that the 
past should have been acquainted with eve­ 
ry thing except that which it most concern­ 
ed them to know. 
To convey this knowledge mere exten­ 
sively than fins yet been attempted by any 
other practitioner,snd to direct the attention 
of the afflicted to those few and simple re­ 
medies by which many of the most preva­ 
lent diseases may be arrested and removed. 
is the object of Dr. William Evans in this, 
and other pathological summaries which he 
will publish upon the authority of the high­ 
est medical writers ofthe age. 
Hts instruc­ 
tion will necessarily be brief,but its accuracy 
will be undeniable* 
ll. COxNSUM PTION.- O f this discase, 
in one or other of its forms, eight thousand 
persons have died in Hie city of New-York, 
within the last seven year* ; this is proved 
by the city bills of mortality ; and its vic­ 
tims throughout the country have been in al. 
most the same proportion to the population. 
Consumption, (or Marasmus Phthisic) is ot 
three kinds, the Catarrhal, the Aposteme 
o h s , and tho 
Tubercular. 
In Catarrhal] 
Consumption, the cough is frequent and 
violent, with a copious excretion of a thin, 
offensive, purulent mucus, sometimes, but 
not frequently, streaked with blood. 
There 
is generally a soreness about the chest, with 
transitory pains shifting from side to side. 
Its ordinary cause is a neglected cold, and it 
is therefore a very common kind of con 
sumption in a climate subject to auch sudden 
and extreme changes ss ours. 
2. In Apos­ 
tematous Consumption, the cough returns 
in fits, and is for some time dry, w ith but 
very little expectoration, and that very diffi 
cult. 
There ia often in this kind, a fixed 
dull,circumscribed pain iii the chest, which! 
is increased by lying upon the side. The dry 
cough at length changes info a copious ex­ 
pectorating of purulent matter, which occa­ 
sionally threatens suffocation, although ma­ 
ny other painful symptoms arc temporarily 
relieved. 
At this stage, the discase is rare­ 
ly if ever cured, 
2. In Tubercular Con­ 
sumption, the cough is short and tickling, 
a. d there is often an excretion of the wate­ 
ry, whcy-like same*, sometimes tinged w ith 
blood. 
The pain in the chest is slight, and 
there is an almost habitual elevation of 
spirits. 
This variety is usually the result 
of a scrofulous taint in the system generally 
which, when thus seated in the lungs, can 
seldom bo arrested in its fatal progress, un­ 
less met in its first advances.

* Who has not felt, while Blanding ©vt 
the favorite spots, or wandering among 
the w lid haunts, of the red man, mingled 
emotions of shame and sympathy, to he 
hoe reflected on hie hapless fate I 
Who 
that has strolled over the green billa of 
New-England, ao often trod bv the fir*© 
and untutored Indian, hut baa lek a thrill 
of melancholy emotion, as the scenes of 
former day* have flitted across his mind. 
a 
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Unc&a distinguished himself io nu­ 
merous battles, and ever showed hts un­ 
tiring friendship for the white©. 
At tho 
bloody and decisive battle which the da­ 
ring ('apt. Mason had with the Poquott 
at >1 vatic, Uiicas assisted ; and if never 
before, he here gave eigna of fear at the 
sight of that terrible and warlike tribe.— 
tribe. 
When the great chief of the Me* 
begalls was iii his glory there came up 
from the land of the Nartagansets tho 
renewed Sachem, Miantinomah, with a 
thousand warners, to give him battle.— 
The ceaseless friendship of Uncaa to the 
pale faces had provoked the desperate hate 
ofthe Narragansett and he bad result rd 
on revenge. 
The event proves this hate 
to have been mutual. 
It was first kin­ 
dled on the separation of the Mohegan© 
from their allegiance to that ancient aud 
powerful tribe and had burned with lo* 
creasing violence ever ainee that paned. 
Uncus was apprized of the enemy’s ap­ 
proach, only when very neat his wigwam. 
Hastily collecting his most efficient war­ 
riors, in numbers scarcely half those of 
tho foe, ho marched oat to meet him.—* 
On the elevated plain west of the Thames 
and three miles south of Norwich, tim 
antagonists came in contact. 
The Mo* 
hogan chief signifying a wish to bold W 
talk' with the proud hero ef the Narragan­ 
sett, the combatants on either aide cams 
to a bult, iii full view of each other. 
The vengeful chieftains came forth to 
the middle ground, when the powerfid 
Uncus thus addressed his adversary:— 
* You have with you many stout warrior©. 
8o have I with me. 
It is a pity thai 
brave men should kill each other for our 
quarrels. 
Come forward then like a 
brave man, as you profess to be, and let 
us fight it out ; 
lf Uncaa falls bcforo 
Miuntiiiom th, then are his warriors thine; 
but, if Miautinomah, then are hit war* 
riors thine ,* but, if Miontioinah is con­ 
quered by Uncus, then are bis warriors 
mine.’ 
'Po this tho haughty Narragan­ 
sett briefly replied : ’The men of Miontt- 
noniah came out to fight, aud they akali 
fight.’ 
At a pro-concerted signal, Uncan 
suddenly full to tho ground, when bin 
valiant men, with their arrows drawn to 
their heads instantly sent home those well 
directed and destructive missiles, and then 
furiously rushing, with a terrible yell, 
upon the foe, already in confusion from 
the fatal effects of the sudden shower of 
arrow s, put them to general flight. Hotly 
pursuing the cowardly enemy, now in* 
tent only on their flight, they were bur­ 
red, unwittingly, to the brink of an awful 
chasm, between high precipitous rocks, 
and now well known as the romantic Falls 
of the Yantic, near the city of Norwich. 
Muuy of the foremost, seeing no means 
of escape, leaped headlong into the rocky 
abyss, and were dashed in pieces, while 
others dexterously turning to the left, 
run upwards, long the stream, and forded 
it just by the present ‘old paper milL’*— 
Among tho latter, was Miantinomah, 
who, with his flying comrades, still strove 
with dcspesate chort to escape. 
The 
Mohegan* still pressing on the flanks of 
the eueiny, the pursued and pursuing 
were seen by a few white men, the first 
settlers in ‘the old town’ and the country, 
to pass the road,* rush up the adducent 
rocks, aud disappear in the forest. On 
coining to the plain, at a distance Uncas 
— himself the foremost of the pursuers— 
caught a view of his arch enemy, and, 
putting forth his utmost strength ,hebt«ud* 
ed forward, and seised bim fiercely Uh 
his iron grasp. 
The exulting yell of tho 
Mohegan quickly brought his warriors 
to his side, and the hero of tbs Narragaa* 
sets found himself a prisoner, firmly rn* 
cured in the hands of his most bated foe. 
The triumph of Uncas was all Urn! his 
ambition could desire. 
It was an event 
which at once gave to himself immortali­ 
ty, and enduring prosperity to his po*. 
pie. 
Miantinomah, 
sullen and sad, im­ 
plied by no word to his conqueror, bvt 
deep within bis soul concealed the me­ 
lancholy emotions which overwhelmed 
him. 
His proud spirit was broken b f 
this sudden and fatal reverie of fortune, 
and ho bowed in silence to the stroke of 
fate. 
‘But yesterday the renowned mon. 
arch of the most powerful people of the 
new world—to day the abjeot prisoner of 
a former vassal!

Accident and Loss of Lives.—T he New. 
Orleans Bulletin of tno let inst, gives an 
account of the loss by fire, of the Steam- 
boat lone, about fifty miles above New* 
Orleans. 
It was laden w ith 11,00 bales 
of cotton, which, being very dry, spread 
the fire with great rapidity, #0 that in 
fifieen minutes, both boat and cargo were 
tntirely consumed. 
The second clerk met with a terrible 
death, whilst making exertions to save 
the books and letters. 
Four men, four 
women, and a child are missing. 


During a thunder show er in Boston on 
Saturday afternoon, tho steeple of the 
llollisstreet Church (Rev. Mr. Picrpont’s) 
was struck by lightning aud destroyed.— 
I he steeple was about 200 feet in height, 
and was surmounted by a large gilt ball, 
above which was a smaller ball and a vane 
and at the tog of the w hole the pointers 
of a lightning-rod. 
The upper part of 
(he steeple w'aa comboscd of a solid shaft 
of iron about SO feet long and 2 or 3 
inches in diameter, unbedded in w’o id, 
the exterior being covered with copper. 
The flame first appeared at about half past 
4 o clock and gradually extended down­ 
wards notwithstanding the exertions of 
the firemen ; from its extreme height and 
the fire being confined to the interior of 
th# steeple, until at about 7 o’clock, the 
upper part of th# spire was entirely burnt 
off, and the part above including tho iron 
shaft, vane, ball, foe. fell with a crash 
upon the roof of the church. 7 he flames 
were finally extinguished, fortunately, 
without any injury to tho church.
